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ABSTRACT

DOnmZ HIGHER EDUCATION ACT 



Division 15.5. Higher Education 
(Division 16.5 added by stats. 1960 (1st Cx.Sess.), Ch. 49) 

CHAPTER 1 
General Provisions 

22500. Definition of public higher education 

Public higher education consists of (1) all public junior colleges 
heretofore and hereafter established pursuant to law, (2) all state colleges 
heretofore and hereafter establlsned pursuant to law, and (3) each raxnpus, 
branch and function of the University of California heretofore and hereafter 
established by the Regents of the lAilverslty of California. 

22500.1. Legislative policy 

It Is hereby declared to be the policy of the Legislature that all 
resident applicants to California institutions of public higher educa- 
tion, v;ho are dcteroiined to be qualified by law or by admission standards 
established by the respective governing boards, should be admitted to 
either (1) the public cominunlLy colleges, (2) the California State Colleges, 
or (3) the University of California. 

22501 . Policy of Legislature relating to acquisition of sites for new 
institution and Instruction beyond 14th grade 

It is hereby declared to be the policy of the Legislature not to 
authorize or to acquire sites for new institutions of public higher educa- 
tion unless such sites are recoismended by the Co-ordincting Council for 
Higher Education and not to authorize existing or new Institutions of public 
CGucatioa^ other than those described in subdivisions (2) and (3) of Section 
22500, to offer instruction beyond the 14th grade level. 

Nothing in this secticn shall be construed to require any further 
recoumenuations as a prerequisite to legislative action with respect to 
state colle^;es iiitcnded to be in operation by 1965 or University of Calif- 
ornia campuses inteuaed to be unoer construclioa by 1962, as set forth in 
the rcconimcndaticus contained in the Master Plan for higher i:dacatlon printed 
at page 42, para^^raphs 4 and 6, Senate Journal (Kegular Session) for 
February 1, 1960. 

2250?. Duty of each segnicnt to strive for excellence in its sphere 

Each sef;ment of public higher educstion shall strive for excellence in 
its sphere^ as assigned in this division. 

22503. Division does not npply to stat<^ nautical school 

This division shall not affect the existence or status of the state 
nautical school. 
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22304. Division supersedes conflicting provisions 

Tnc provisions of this division shall supersede the provisions of any 
other Inw which corflict witu the provisions of this division. 

22504.5. Information concerning pupils 

.\'o teacher, official, cj^ployee, or governing board member of any 
public or private community college, college or university shall permit 
access to any written records concerning any particular pupil enrolled in 
the f;ci»ool in any class to any person except under judicial process unless 
the person is one of the following: 

(a) Either parent or a guardian of si:ch pupil. 

(b) A person designated, ^n writing, by such pupil if he is an 
adulL, or by cither parent or a guardian of such pupil if 
he is a minor. 

(c) An officer or employee of a public, private^ or parochial 
school v'here the pupil attends, has attended, or intends 
to enroll. 

(d) Ari officer or e:nployee of the United States, the State of 
California, or a city, city and county, or county seeking

iiotwithstnndin.! the rt:..lrJ.ctions iii.pos.ed by this section, a governing 
board ;.iay, in its discretion, provide infon^iation to the staff of a college, 
univotoity, or ouucational research and development organization or labora- 
tory i£ .Mich infor. iLion is necessary to «i research project or study conducted, 
sponsored, or appruv<:d by rhc coilef;e, university, or cducationnl research 
i?od (u^vclopniant or;;nn Lzatloii or laboraLory and if no pi.ipil will be* identified 
by nar.ic in tlio. j.ifor* iLion submitted for research. Notwithstanding the 
rcitrictio IS ti.rpr.otici by this r;c.CLion nn employer or potential ciTifloyer of the 
pjp:i Hviy be furnlf.ijcd the a-^d scholastic record of the pupi] and employ- 
i..::a.; rccur.:u!w^nQjt:io.ja prei^ared by members of the school staff. 



22505. Willful disruption of campus; disciplinary actions; hearing; interim 
suspension 

The chief administrative officer of a community college, state college, 
or state university shall take appropriate disciplinary action against any 
student, menioer of the faculty, member of the support staff, or member of the 
administration of the community college, state college, or state university 
who, after a pronpt hearing by a campus body, has been found to have willfully 
disrupted the orderly operation of the campus, nothing in this section shall 
be conr. trued to prohibit, whc^re an immediate suspension is required in order 
to protect lives or property and to insure the maintenance of order, interim 
susj?eui;ion pending a hearing; provided that a reasonable opportunity be afforded 
tnc i;u3pended person for a hearing within 10 days. The disciplinary aci ion 
may include, but need not be limited to, suspension, dismissal, or expulsion. 
Tne provisions of Section 2A308 to 24310, inclusive, shall be applicable to 
any state college cDployee dismissed pursuant to this section. The chief 
admirdstrative officer of each such institution shall submit periodic reports 
as to the nature and disposition of cases acted upon pursuant to this section 
to hif: governing; board. 



aiAPTER 1.5 

Capital Outlay Fund for Public Higher Education 

22510. Creation of capital outlay funi for p:ifalic higher education 

A fund in the State Treasury is hereby created, to be known as the 
Capital Outlay Fund for PubJic Higher Education. All money in the Capital 
Outlay ru.id for Public Higher Education, including any money deposited in 
said fund from any source v;hatsoever after the effective date of this 
chapter, shall be available, when appropriated by the Legislature, for 
expenditure for capital outlay purposes relating to public higher education 
incluoins, but not liraitad to, acquisition of sites and construction of 
new int;titutions of public higher education thereon. 

22511. "Fund" defined 

As used in tl»i5 chapter, "fund" means the Capital Outlay Fund tor 
Public nigher Education. 

22512. "Public higher education" defined 

1-or purpost s of this ch/ipter "public higher education" shall ccislst 
of (1) all public community colleges heretofore and hereafter established 
pursuant to law, (?.) all st^itc collc^c^ licretofore and hereafter established 
pursuaiit to lav;, nnd (3) each campus, branch and function of tne University 
of California heretofore and hereafter established by the Re^ionts of the 
University of California. 

22513. Investment of fund 

Tne Director of Fin^ucr sh Jl cjune all nioneyi; in the fund which are 
in excess of ciimnt requirements to be invested and reinvested from tirue 



to tme in securitiej=i described in Section 16430 of the Government Code, 
and sucii £;ecuritics :nay be sold or exchan-ed if in his opinion such sale 
or oxdK'ige is in tnc best interests of the state in effectuating the 
purpose;; of this ciiaptcr. All income derived from such investment, re- 
invesU::cat, sale, or exchange siiall be credited to the fund.

22320. Lej;lslaLivc intent 

XL i.a.^ ocLu iiuu cuiitJiiues to be the iateuL of the Legislature that all 
qualified California ycuth be insured the opportunitj^ to pursue higher 

llic enrollment situation and adTnissions policlcc and procedures anion^ 
California's public institutions of higher learning have been tiie subject 
of extcn::ive public concern, and adr.issions practice has failed to reduce 
public uncertain tics. 

22521. Lej'irlative intent 

IL is the intent of the Legislature that each resident of California 
who has t ie capacity aad njtivation to buijcfit from hi-^her education choula 
h.r.*- I>r (-;>ojfjnlty to enroll jn an institution of hipjher education. Once 
enroll.;! p.: should have the opportunity to continue as long and as far as 
his C2ip-cLLy and moi i .\ Cion, as indicated by his academic performance and 
con.aiLn.i!t to educational advancement, will lead him to meet academic 
standards a;id iu.9titutioaal requirements. 

22522. iMiroJlment pla ining and admission priority practice

22551. Scope of inslruction by university; exclusive jurisdiction in 
cpecified profess ioni; 

'lae uaiversity i/ay provide iustrucLion in the liberal arts and 
scieiJcc'*' .md in tliC professions, including: the teaching profe£;sion. 
The unLvtrsiLy has exclusive jurisdiction in public higher education 
over instruction in the profession of lav/, and over graduate instruc- 
tion in the prof ess"*'on£, of medicine, dentistry, and veterinary medicine. 

22552. Doctoral coj-rces 

Jhii university h,\s the sole authority in public higher education 
to ciu.ird the doctorol dct^ree in all fields of learning,, except that it 
may a- ree vith the slate colleges to award joint doctoral degrees in 
selected fields. 

'Jno university nay rtake recisonable provision for the use of its 
3ibvary .'»;id rei:e;;rcl) facilitic:: by qualified members of the faculties 
of oUii.r instituti'-.Ps of public higher education in this State.

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CHAPTER 3.7 
Rules of Student Conduct [new] 

22635. Rules of student behavior 

The Regents of the University of California, the Trustees of the 
California State Colleges, and the governing board of every community college 
or school district maintaining a community college, shall adopt or provide 
for the adoption of specific rules and regulations governin^s student 
behavior along with applicable penalties for violation of such rules and 
regulations. Such institutions shall adopt procedures by which all students 
will be informed of such rules and regulations, with applicable penalties, 
and any revisions tl ^.reof . 

22636. Application to the regents of the university of California 

The provisions of this chapter shall apply to the Regents of the 
University of California to the full extent authorized by Section 9 of 
Article IX of the California Constitution, and it is the intent of the 
Legislature that the regents adopt rules and procedures which they deem 
appropriate for carrying out the purposes of this chapter. 

CHAPTER 4 
Coimunity Colleges 

22G50. COiTuiiunity colleges as part of public scUool system; duties of state 
board of education 

The public community colleges are secondary schools and shall continue 
to bo a part of the public school system of this state. The State Board of 
Education shall prescribe minimum standards for the formation and operation 
of public community colleges and exercise general supervision over public 
community colleges. 

22651. Scope of instruction by community colleges 

Public coiuTPitinty collcp^es shall offer instruction through but not 
beyond the l4th r,rade level, vhich instruction mny include, but shall not 
be Ir.nited to, prop.r.ims in one or more of the following cato^-^^ories: (1) 
standard collegiate courses : or trcn?U''ir to higher institutions; (?) voca- 
tional and technical fields leading to employment; and (3) general or 
libera] arts courses. Studies in these fields may lead to the associate in 
arts or associate in science degree. 



CHAPTER 5 

Co-ordinating Council for Higher Education 

22700. Creation and composition of council; appointment of members; terms 
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(a) There is hereby created an advisory body, the Coordinating 
Council for Higher Education, to be composed of one representative each 
of the University of California, the California State Colleges, the public 
conununity colleges^ the private colleges and universities in the state, 
one nonvoting cx officio member of the State Board of Education, and six 
representatives of the general public. The university shall be represented 
by a person appointed by the regents. The California State Colleges shall 
be represented by a person appointed by the trustees. The public corx^Dunity 
colleges shall be represented by a person appointed by the Board of 
Governors of the California Community Colleges. The private colleges and 
universities shall be represented by a person appointed by the Governor 
after consideration of a list or lists of not less than three persons sub- 
mitted to him by an association or associations of such institutions and 
subject to confirmation by the Senate. The State Board of Education shall 
be represented by a board meipber appointed by the president of the board. 
The general public shall be represented by six members appointed by the 
Governor subject to confirmation by the Senate. The terms of the appoint- 
ments made pursuant to this section shall be as follows: 

(1) The representative appointed by the regents shall serve a 
one-year term. 

(2) The representative appointed by the trustees shall serve a 
one-year term. 

(3) The representative appointed by the Board of Governors of 
the California Community Colleges shall serve a one-year 
term. 

(4) The representative appointed by the president of the State ' 
Board of Education shall serve a one-year term. 

(5) The term of office of all of the other members of the council 
appointed pursuant to this section is four years, and they 
shall hold office until the appointment of their successors. 

(6) Any person appointed pursuant to this section may be 
reappointed to serve additional terms. 

No appointJiV-, authority .specified in this section shall appoint 
any person to aJtcrnate membership on the council v;ith the following excep- 
tions \^ho b'hall be i^ppointcd by the appropriate appointing authority: one 
alternate each for the representative of the regents, the trustees and the 
Board of Govc^'nors of fhc California Coi.imunity Colleges. Each alternate 
shall be appointed for an annual term. 

Ko person appointed pursuant to this section shall, with respect to 
any matter before the council, vote for or on behalf of, or in any way 
exercise the vote of, any other member of the council. 
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(b) Those members of the council described in subparagraph (5) of 
subdivision (a) who are serving on the effective date of the amendments 
to this section at the 1971 Regular Session of the Legislature shall have 
their appointments continued or terminated as follov^s: 

(1) The term of office of those members appointed originally on 
November 21, 1969, shall expire and the Gcwernor shall make 
ncv7 appointments, or reappointments, trvo for terms of tv^o 
years, and one for a term of one year. 

(2) The term oi office of the nember originally appointed on 
I^larch 18, 3959, shall expire and the Governor shall make a new 
appoint Q^.cnt or a rtiappw^ntmcnt for a period of three years. 

(3) The terms of office of those members appointed originally on 
November 21, 1967, and January 11, 1968, shall expire, and the 
Governor shall make new appointments or reappointments, each 
for a period of four years. 

(A) The term of office of the member representing the private 

colleges and universities shall expire and the Gove** tor shall 
make a neu appointment or a reappointment for a term of three 
years . 

9270'^ . Appointment of director and staff 

The council shall appoint and may remove a di clor in the manner 
hereinafter specified. He shall appoint persons to such staff positions as 
the council may authorize. 

22702, Rules; votes required 

The council shall prescribe rules for the transaction of Jts ovni 
affairs, subject, however, to the following requirement and limitations; 
(J) Tho voles of all representatives shall be recorded; (2) effective 
oction shc-n require the affirmative vote of a majority of all the members 
of the ccunr:! and (3> the aff i^-inntivo vol of two-thirds of all the 
members of the council ohall be necessary to the appointment or rcMioval of 
tlie director. 

22703. Funct ion of council 

The co~ordinatin[^ council shall have the following functions, advisory 
to the governing boards of the institutions of public higher education and 
to appropriate state officials; (I) review of tlie annual budget and capital 
outlay requests of the university and the California State Colleges, and 
presentation of conunnnts on the general level of support sought; (2) advice 
as to the application of the provisions of this division delineating; the 
cUrfcLcnf i unctio!^: -of public luj'Jier eduoation i^nd counsel as to the programs 
ap'fvcpriato to -ach se^;^iont titcrrof, and in ronnactlon fhnrewith slial] submit 
to tho. (k)Vcrnor ajid to tic Lt.; i.siai Ui c witiiin Live days of the beginning of

each general session a report which contains recommendations as to n'ecess- 
ary or desirable changes, if any, in the functions and programs of the 
several sc£::;.eiits of public higher education; and (3) development of plans 
for the orderly growth of public ligher education and the making of 
recommendations on tlic need for and location of new facilities and programs. 

22704, Collection of data pertinent to planning and coordination; 
furnishing information to Governor ?nd legislature 

The council shall have povjer to require the institutions of public 
higher education to Ku])r.ut data oa costs, selection and retention of students 
enrolltrienls, plant capacities and other matters pertinent to effective plan- 
ning and coordination, and shall furnish information concerning such matters 
to the Governor and to the Legislature as requested by them. 

22705. Short title 

This division shall be knov.ni and may be cited as the Donahoe Higher 
Education Act. 



CHAPTER C 

Federal Assistance for Higher Education 

22750. Acceptance of federal assistance for higher education 

(a) Tne people of the State of California accept the provisions of, 
and each of the funds provided by, the act of Congress entitled 
"/vn act to auLliorize assistance to public and other nonprofit 
institutions of higher education in financing the construction, 
rehabilitation, or improvement of needed academic and related 
facilities in undergraduate and graduate institutions," approved 
December 16, 1963. 

(b) The people of the State of California accept the provision of, 
and each cf Uie funds^ if any, provided by Title I and Tltlv. VI 
of the Federal higher Lciucation Act of 1965 (P.L. 89-329). 

22751. Agreement to comply with federal requirements 

In accepting', the bciiefits of tue act of Congress, the people of the 
State agree to comply v/ith all of the provisiotu; and to observe all of its 
requireifiCnta. 

22752. Coordinating council for higher education designated to cooperate 
with federal ;;ovornment in administering program 
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Tne Coordinating Council for Higher Education is designated as' the 
state educational agency to carry out the purposes and the provisions of 
tuc net of Congress. The Coordinating Council for tii -her Education is 
hereby vested v/ith autnority to prepare and oubmit to the United States 
Co.,ir.;issi.oncr of EcucaLior. any state plan required by said act of Congress, 
to prepare and submit a-.nendir.ents to such str.te plans, ai,d to administer 
9'.ich state plans or a-.niar.ients thereto, in accordance v/ith said act of 
Congres.- aim any ruler, end regulations adopted thereunder, /oiy such state 
plan or c:iu;nd,.ient thcroto prepared by the Coordjnating Council for Higher 
Kducation shall be subject to the approval of the Departni.mt of Finance. 
•ih'i Coordi, .'icing Coimcil for Kj-her Education- is hereby vested with all 
nocTspflry po'.;or ar-.J cn",hority to conpp.raie vith the eovern.nent of the 
Unii-ed St.j(,.?s, or any agency or agencies thereof in the administration of 
tiu: :.ct of Congress and the rules and regulations adopted thereunder. 

92753. Authorization for state's higher education governing agencies- to 
administer federal benefits 

The Trurjtces of th- California State Colleges on behalf of any ptate 
college, th(! licsienLs oi L.ia University of California on behalf of tho 
university, and the r.onrd of Governors of the State Nautical School on 
behalf of the State .nautical School, are vested with all necessar>' power 
and authority to perforin all acts necessary to receive the benefits and 
to expend tl.u funds provided by said act of Congress and with ell neccr.yary 
po;er and authority to cooperate with the government of tlie United StnLes, 
.■^f "." ' ^i-'^''"-y ^ agencli;.', thereof, a-id with the C o ordipatiug Council for 
Iliiiher UacaiUm for the purpose of receiving the benefits and expending 
the funds provided by said act of Congress, in accordance with said act, or 
any rules or regulations adopted tiieieunder, or any state plan or rules or 
regulations of the Co-ordinating Council for higher Education adopted in 
acccraance ^..ith said act of Congress. Whenever necessary to secure tlie full 
benefits of s.iid act of Congress for ]o£ins or grants for academic facilities, 
such trustccE, regents, or board of governors nay give such security as may 
be recuireu and may comply with such conditions as may be imposed by the 
reueral government. 

2275/1. Defiign.Ttlon of Mate treasurer as cuptodJan of federal funds 

The State Treasurer is desi.enatcd as the custodian of all funds re- 
civ. >a oy clie Stute frori Llic governuent of the Unitca States, or of any 
agency or agencies thereof, under the federal act and he is authorij:ed to 
receive anci provide for the cuslouy of all moneys so received. 

2273f). AuLhoriiiation for payment of funas by state treasurer 

The funds received by the State under the provisions of the federal 
act shall be paid out by the State Treasurer on warrants dra\.-n by the 
Cn.itrolJer and- rcquiGitJoueci by tiic CoordinaLJng Council for Higher i.duca- 
ti on in carrying out the piirposei, of the federal act. 
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22756. Coordiiiriting council for higher education designated to cooperate 
wita federal government in administering federal higher education 
act 

The Coordinating Council for Higher Education is designated as the 
state educational agency to carry out the purposes and the provisions cf 
Title I mid Title VI of the Higher LUi ation Act of 1965 (P.L. 89-329). 

Tlie Coordinating Council for Higher Education is hereby vested with 
authority to prepare and submit to the U.S. Cotr..iissioner of Educatioa any 
state plan required uncer said titles of said act of Con^!:ress, to prepare 
and subn;it ar.enciiuents to such state plan, and to administer such state plan 
or aHendiiti'aLs thereto, in accordanco with said act of Congress, and any 
rules and re^;ulations adopted thereunder. Any such state plan or aniendinent 
thereto prepared by the Coordinatiug Council for Higher Education shall be 
suDject to the approval of the Department of Finance. 

The Coordinating Council for Higher iiducation is hereby vested \:ith 
all necessary power and authority to cooperate with the government of the 
United State's, or any agency or agencies thereof in the administration 
of the act oi Congress and the rules and rcgulcitious adopted thereunJ.^r. 

22757. Office of governor designated to coopemte with federal 
government in administering federal hou.sing act 

Tne office of the Governor is ricsignated as tne state educational 
agency to carry out the purposes and the provisions of Section 802 of 
Title VIII of the Housing Act of 196^4. 

The office of the Governor is hereby vested wi*h authority to prepare 
and submit any state plan required by said section of said act of Congress, 
to prepare and submit anendments to such state plan, and to administer 
such state plan or amendir.ents thereto, in accordance with said act of 
Congress, ana any rules and re^alatLcns adopted thereunder. Any sucli state 
plan or an?.ndr»ent thereto £j:£ipared by tne office of tlie Governor shall be 
subject to tne approval of the Deparlir.ent of Finance. 

The office of the Governor is hereby vrsted v;ith all necessary po'^-er 
and authority to cooperate with the rovernment of the United Statet;, or 
any agency or agencies tlicreof in the administration of the act of Congress 
and the riiJes and regulntions adopted thereunder. 

27757.5. Fed'^ral funds for corppiunity colleger-;; powers: of state board aud 
iucnl boards 

The State iioard of hducation is vested with all necessary power and 
authority to perforiH act.s necessary to authorize governing boards of 
districts .T^aintalning CL^iriunity colle^;os to receive the benefits and to 
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expend the funds provided by any acts of Congress under which districts 
maint^iining coinnuaity coJle^^es may be eligible to receive benefits, including, 
but not linited to. Title VII of the Housing Act of 1961 (Pub. Law 87-70), as 
a-nendcd, and any of the acts of Congress referred to in this chapter. Tlie 
board is vtsLed v;ith all nc^cessary pov;er and authority to authorize districts 
maintaining cc runity colle^^es to cooperate with tiie government of the 
United States, or any aj;ency or agencies thereof, for the purpose of receiv- 
ing; the benefitr, and expending the fu. ds provided by said acts of Connress, or 
any rules or ic:3ulations adopted thereunder, or any state plan or rules or 
regulntions oT the Coord iut: ting Council for Higher Education adopted in 
accordance with any of said acts of Congress under v;hich the Coordinating 
Cou.iCii for higher tiducation is designateu in this chapter as the state educa- 
tiori/t! agency. vJhenevcr necessary to secure the full benefits of said acts of 
Congress, the governing board may five such r.eciirity as may be required and n:^:; 
comply V'ith such conditions as may be imposed by the federal government. The 
funds received by the district under the provisiou.s of said acts of Congress 
shall be deposited in the county treasury as provided for in Section 17.152. 

This section shall be applicable to only those acts of Congress which 
have been enacted prior to January 1, 1967. 



SPECIAL RULES OF ORDER 
OF THE 

COORDINATING COUNCIL FOR HIGHER EDUCATION 



QUORUM , The presence of a majority of the voting members of the 
Coordinating Council, or designated alternates in place of members 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. Member 
as used in these by-laws shall mean either a regular voting 
member, or a designated alternate acting officially in the place 
of a voting member. 

• 

VOTING. Each voting member shall be entitled to one vote which 
must be cast in person when a vote is required at a meeting of 
the Council. When Council action is required between regularly 
scheduled Council meetings, and it is not possible to convene a 
meeting of a majority of the members of the Council, such members 
may cast their votes by mail on questions presented to them by 
the President or the Director. The votes of all representatives 
shall be reco«^ded. On a roll call vote, names of members shall 
be called in alphabetical order and their votes shall be recorded. 
Effective action shall require the affirmative vote of a majority 
of the members of the Council, except that the affirmative vote 
of two-thirds of the regular voting members shall be necessary 
for the appointment and removal of the Director. 

OFFICERS . Officers of the Council shall be a President and a 
Vice President, both of whom shall be elected from among the 
members (but not to include alternates) of the Council by a 
vote of the majority of the members of the Council, such election 
to take place at the meeting of the Council next preceding 
July 1 of each year. The term of the President and the Vice 
•President shall be for one year, from July 1 through June 30. 
In the event the timely election of officers required by these 
Rules of Order does not take place, the elected officers of the 
Council shall retain office until such time as they are no longer 
members of the Council, resign from office or are not re-elected, 
whichever event shall occur first. 

MEETINGS . Meeting dates shall be proposed by the Director and 
approved by the Council. Extraordinary meetings of the Council 
may be called by the President, following consultation with the 
Director or by a vote of two-thirds of the voting membership of 
the Council (not to include alternates except when acting in 
place of and with express consent of the member) . Notice of all 
meetings shall given to teach member and to each designated 
alternate by mailing a copy of such notice with an agenda not 
less than five working days before such meeting to thn address 
of record of such member or alternate. The right to written 
notice may be waived by written waiver at any time by individual 
members of the Council. Meetings will ordinarily be held in 
Sacramento, but may be held any place in California designated 



by the Council. The President, or in his absence the Vice 
President, shall preside at meetings. In the absence of the 
President and the Vice President, any member elected by a 
majority of the voting members present shall preside. 

COUNCIL AGENDA . The Director of the Council shall determine the 
agenda of the Council's meetings, with the exception of extra- 
ordinary meetings called by the President or members of the 
Council as provided for in Section 4 abo'^e. A member of the 
Council who wishes to have an item placed on the agenda for 
Council action shall nake a written request of the Director who 
may, at his discretion, either place it in the agenda as requested 
or refer the request to the full Council. Referral to the Council 
will not place the item on the agenda but will permit the Council 
to vote on its inclusion or exclusion at the next succeeding 
meeting. The necessity of staff preparation of material required 
as foundation or background for the inclusion of the requested 
agenda item should piny a significant if not exclusive role in 
the Director's determination of whether to include the item as 
requested or refer the request to the full Council. 

MINUTES . Action minutes based on the stenographic record (and 
the taped record, if any) and supp-lemented by notes taken by 
the staff shall be kept by the Director of all Council irretings. 
For the benefit of individual Ccuncil members who wish tc have 
cerL-nin o.'alifimcnls included in llie minutes,, such statements shall 
be prepared in writing and submitted during the meeting or 
within two weeks following the meeting. These statements shall 
be appended to the minutes. Minutes shall be presented to the 
Council for corrections and approval at the next regularly 
scheduled meeting. 

' RULES OF ORDER , The rules contained in the latest edition of 
Robert's Rules of Order shall govern the Council in all circum- 
stances to v/hich they are applicable, and in which they are not 
inconsistent with State law or the Special Rules of Order of the 
Coordinating Council. 

ORAL PR£SEI;TATI0NS to THE COUNCIL , The Coordinating Council is 
a public agency which may be addressed by any person whom the 
President of the Council or the appropriate Committee chairman 
recognizes. The following guidelines shall apply: 

A. The subject of the proposed address to the Council shall be 
explored when feasible with the Council staff in advance of 
the Council meeting so that Council meeting time will not 

be used for matters which might be disposed of administratively. 

B. A written request to address 'jhe Council or one of its 
Committees on a matter before the Council shall be made to 
the Director of the Council prior to, or during the meeting 
of the Council at which the requested oral presentation is 
to be made, on forms to be provided by the Council. 
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C. The requ3St to address the Council shall include the name 
and address of the person wishing to speak, the name of the 
organization represented, if any, and a brief statement of 
the subject of the address. 

D. Prior to addressing himself to the Council, the speaker 
shall identify himself by name and organization, if any. 

E. Five minutes may be allotted to each speaker and twenty 
minutes to each topic, subject to extension at the 
discrotioii of the Prof3ident of the Council. 

F. Staff members of the Council or of the segments may address 
the Council on invitation of the President, Director of the 
Council, or any i:icmber of the Council. 

9. A>1CuDMCNTS . The affirmative vote of two-thirds of the voting 
members of the Council shall be required to amend or abolish 
thcne Rules of Order and at least thirty days' written notice 
shall be given to each mcriber and alternate prior to voting to 
amend or abolish these Rules. 

10. CO.T ITTTKES . The Council nay meet as a Committee of the Whole. 
It i^iay create temporary ad hoc Committees of Council members to 
cx.iiT^lne specified Issues, such Committees to terminate when they 
have reported to the Council. 

A. Each such Committee shall have a Chairman who shall be 
designated by the President of the Council. 

B. Meetings of such Committees shall be held as frequently as 
needed on call of the Cnairman of the Committee or the 
President of the CouncL], or the Director, in consultation 
v;ith either the Chalrnan or the President. 

C. Council ncmhers may attend meetings of Committees on which 
they do not hold membership. Any vote upon matters before 
the Comniittoe, however, will be only by members of the 
Committee itself (or by their designated alternate). 

I). Procedures ^*cr the appearance of persons wishinj/, to address 
Gonjiiiltcc r.:eoLings shall be in accord with those for meetings 
of the CouDcJ 1 itself. 

E. Committee reports may be considered by the Council at its 
first full meeting following the meeting of the Committee 
or thereafter. 

F. Recommendations of the Committees are in no v/ay binding 
upon the Council as a whole. 
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G. Each Council menber shall receive all materials and documents 
Intended for use by any Committee and shall be notified of 
times and places of Committee meeting. . 



H. A v/rjtten record of actions take i by Committees shall be 
kept by the Director and furnished to the Council.
